Herbs. 


In olden days it was customary for the 
Bench in our law courts to be adorned 
with herbs. The practice originated in 
some measure as a guard against witch- 
craft, and for that reason in some places 
to this day herbs are found in court 
during the month of May, when such 
forces are peculiarly active. But for both 
Bench and home, herbs had a more 
practical use. Sanitation and ventilation 
were not well understood, and burnt 
lavender stalks or marjoram or thyme 
would help the nostrils of the judge 
against court odours and smells is on 
in from NEE. "co prisons; and would 
mitigate household scents íor the guest. 
They had, too, disinfectant uses. Cen- 
turies ago, before visiting patients in 
fever, the doctor would make use of rue 
or rosemary as a prophylactic; and, when 
gaol fever was feared, the judge would be 
given on entering or leaving court a pint 
of red wine, in which herbs had been 
steeped. Until quite recently, in country 
parts where there was home-brewed ale, 
a visitors ‘‘nighteap’’ would ' be 
flavoured with thyme or elder, improving 
the flavour of the drink and guarding the 
sleeper against sprite and germ. Our 
ancestors were much given to the plant- 
ing of herb gardens for use and adorn- 
ment; one of the most famous of these 
gardens is still kept up at Great Missen- 
den, in England. In land thyme was 
held valuable in bee-keeping as supply- 
ing a peculiarly delicate flavour to the 
honey, which ranked high among our 
produce long ago.

A Rat Story. 


A correspondent writes:—Apropos your 
recent paragraph on rats, have had 
reason more than once to marvel at 
the energy and cunning of these little 
animals.

A Famous Clinic. 


making the Cleveland Clinic Hospital 
the scene of such a terrible calamity.

In the first six months of the year 
1921, for instance, two thousand five hun- 
dred major operations were performed in 
Dr. Crile’s Clinic with a total mortality 
of 2 per eent.! 3 

The extraordinary low prceentage may 
be due in some measure to the American 
centralised clinic system, which allows 
interchange of opinions between depart- 
ments and specialists, but I have no 
doubt that the main credit is due to Dr. 
Crile himself, firstly for the organisation 
which he has perfected in his hospitals 
and which has become almost automatic, 
and, secondly, for his own surgical skill. 
Dr. Crile always operates himself; he 
has five assistants and a highly-trained 
set of theatre nurses; his patients are 
operated on in the same theatre with the 
same instruments, the same assistants, 
the same gloves, and the same gowns, 
whether they be rich or poor, and so per- 
fect is the team system that the scheduled 
time for an operation in his lake-side 


hospitals (which deals mainly with 
thyroid cases) is fifteen minutes. And 
yet there is no hurry or excitement. The 


delicacy of touch and the gentle hands 
(Dr. Crile is ambidextrous) are those of a 
master surgeon.

Immediately there came a succes- 
sion of blasts from a Kliaxon so rapid that 
the keenest listener must have had difficulty 
in keeping count,- The appellant, however. 
displayed no sign of having even heard the 
clamour.

Partition in Practice. 


Polling will take place to-day for the 
general election in Northern Ireland. The 
counting of the votes will begin to-morrow 
morning, and by to-morrow night. most 
of the results will be known. Twenty- 
two members—sixteen official] Unionists 
and six Nationalists—have been returned 
unopposed ; thirty seats, therefore, remain 
to be filled to-day, and they will be con- 
tested by sixty-one candidates. At the 
dissolution Viscount Craigavon’s Govern- 
ment had a majority of sixteen over all 
the opposition groups. The abolition of 
proportional representation and the re- 
distribution of the seats have simplified 
the issue considerably between the Govern- 
ment and its opponents, and Lord 
Craigavon hopes to be returned to power 
with a majority of some twenty votes. The 
Nationalists expect to secure the election 
of all their eleven candidates ; the Labour 
Party probably will be reduced in numbers 
from three to two, and there may be 
three independent members of the new 
House. Thus the Government’s position 
seems to be safe, and much of the wordy 
opposition to Lord Craigavon which was 
heard some months ago has been dis- 
sipated completely at the hustings. A 
widely-advertised campaign for ' local 
option has resulted in the nomination of 
only three candidates, one of whom is 
opposing Sir Dawson Bates. Ten Inde- 
pendent Unionists will try their luck at 
the polls, but few of them seem to have 
much hope of success. 

After eight years of modified Home Rule 
the main issue of Northern politics 
remains precisely what it has been for 
nearly half a century. Lord Craigavon 
and his colleagues have relied on their eld 
slogans, and, strangely enough, they have 
been effective. There is no doubt at all that 
the Craigavon Government has lost favour 
in consequence of its domestic policy. 
One section of the population is per- 
turbed by its education policy; another 
objects to its refusal to introduce more 
drastic temperance reforms; a third is up 
in arms over the question of rent restric- 
tion. At election times, however, the 
Government spokesmen but, to 
mention the danger of absorption by the 
Free State, and all opposition among the 
Unionists-is silenced. From the outset oí 
the present campaign this weapon has been 
wielded with much skill. The voters have 
been told that every vote for an opponent 
of the Government to-day will mean a vote 
for the inclusion of Northern Ireland in 
the Free State. Old prejudices and enmities 
have been re-kindled and domestic issues 
have been obscured by appeals to imperial 
loyalty. It is highly probable that Lord 
Craigavon will obtain a further term of 
office, with a mandate to consolidate the 
position of Northern Ireland as a self- 
governing province of Great Britain. Here 
and there his party may suffer slight 
reyerses ; but in most of the constituencies 
the party organisers are able to forecast 
the numbers that will be polled for every 
candidate, and the Government is con- 
ident of the result. 

On occasions such as this election the 
full. significance of Irish partition comes 
home fó those who still believe 
in the essential unity of our island. 
Since the division of Ireland into 
two States the process of political dis- 
integration has been operating with alarm- 
ing rapidity.

Lord Rosebery. 

It has been the fashion to note the 
passing of any great Victorian as ‘‘ the 
close of an epoch "; but the words hardly 
apply to the fifth Earl of Rosebery, whose 
death was announced yesterday, The 
epoch of which his: outlook: and political 
career were sjgnificant closed many years 
ago. It was closiig even when he 
assumed his brief Premiership in 1894, 
amid the murmurs of Radicals who had 
two grievances against him—that he was 
a peer and an owner of race-horses. 
More truly Lord Rosebery may be 
described as the last of the leading 
Liberals of the old school. His Premier- 
ship incurred—and, perhaps, seemed to 
invite—the epitaph, Capex imperii nisi 
imperasset ; -but we may believe that not 
even political genius of the first order 
could have carried an anachronism to 
success. By instinct and culture Lord 
Rosebery belonged to the period when 
the difference between aristocratic Whig 
and aristocratic Tory was an almost 
negligible accident of taste. He had no 
real sympathy with the democratic school 
of Liberalism; no doubt, he abhorred its 
recent developments; probably he clung 
always to such conservative views as even 
Mr. Baldwin would repudiate to-day. 
It was certain that his experience as Prime 
Minister between March, 1894, when Mr. 
Gladstone resigned, and the fall of his 
own Government in June, 1895, as the 
result. of Liberal abstentions from the 
Commons, could be no happier than 
St. Paul’s stay at-Ephesus, In theory he 
was a Home Ruler, but he could not recon- 
cile his imperial convictions with the Irish 
claims. To-day Mr. Lloyd George pays a 
decent tribute to his memory, but, as 
politicians; the two men had as little in 
common as Newmarket Heath has with 
“the Nonconformist conscience.” After 
his retirement from the Liberal leader. 
ship Lord Rosebery took an active part in 
the fiscal controversy, and’ worked for 
reforms which, by changing the constitu- 
tion of the House of Lords, would 
safeguard its future. In 1909, however, 
Mr. Lloyd George’s Budget—‘‘ tyrannical 
and inquisitorial ’’—marked the parting 
of the ways for him, and thereafter, until 
his death, he was a lonely figure, making 
rare incursions into public affairs. One 
of the most effective of these was his 
demand, only two years ago, for informa- 
tion concerning the source of the Liberal 
Party’s election fund. ‘‘ Surely,’’ he 
wrote, “it cannot be the sale of Royal 
Perhaps, Lord Rosebery was 
the picturesque Prime 
Ministers—the last who will take a 
vivid place in some great novel of 
politics, if, indeed, another such novel is 
in the womb of time. Fortune tilted 
her cornucopia into his lap with most 
profuse liberality, He was rich, an 
eminent statesman, an orator, with a gift 
not only for the elegant, but for the 
incisive, phrase; a man of letters, a 
sportsman so successful that he won the 
Derby thrice. This very success was a 
stumbling-block to his Radical followers ; 
for, as he said, “ although, without guilt 
and offence, I might perpetually run 
seconds or thirds, or even run last, it 
became a matter of torture to many 
consciences if I won.” What evasive mora] 
prompts the feeling that Lord Rosebery’s 
mark upon the history of his times will 
not be permanent?

The Shepherd Kings. 


Everyone has heard of the Hyksos, or 
Shepherd Kings of Egypt. Perhaps, some 
two thousand years before the Christian 
era, in the days of the XIIth Egyptian 
dynasty, the pastoral invaders, moving 
down from Northern Syria, appeared in 
the Nile Valley. They conquered Lower 
Egypt, and lorded it for an age in the 
strong places of that haughty old civilisa- 
tion. Finally they were driven back to 
Syria by the Egyptian kings of the 
XVIIIth dynasty, and disappeared as 
mysteriously as they had come. The 
history of the land of Khem resumed its 
ancient course. In a letter to The Times 
Sir Flinders Petrie explains the import- 
ance to universal history of this strange 
interregnum in the valley of the Nile. 
“The Hyksos were not very important in 
themselves, but their history holds the key 
to the dating of early Europe.” Some 
scholars have placed the irruption of the 
Shepherd Kings as far back as 3,366 B.C. ; 
others have supposed it to have happened 
not earlier than 1,788 B.C. Thus there 
remains a dubious period of 1,500 years 
in pre-Christian recorded history, and 
until some accurate notion is secured of 
the number of generations represented by 
the sojourn of the Hyksos in Egypt that 
period. must’ continue to be theoretically 
elastic... Egyptian and European history 
are timed: by the sway that was exercised 
by men who are almost as vague as those 
early, and probably mythical, monarchs 
of Ireland whe appear in the Milesian 
pedigrees... Tombs of the Hykeos exist and 
have been partially explored. The names 
of thirty-four of these kings have been 
ascertained, but at present no consecutive 
list of kings or monuments can be con- 
structed. All that Sir Flinders Petrie and 
his fellow-workers have established as yet 
is the fact that towards the end of their

A BRITISH-AMERICAN 
MESSAGE. 


A message, signed by more than 160 reli- 
gious leaders in Great Britain and the United 
States in the hope that, as an expression of 
their own opinion, it will strengthen the 
fiiendship between the two countries, Is 
issued to-day. It is to be interpreted in the 
terms of the Kellogg Treaty, and seeks to 
make the spirit of the Treaty the basis of 
their international relations. 


of religion, in loyalty to our respective coun- 
tries, and in the conviction that the welfare 
of each country is linked indissolubly with 
friendship for the other, unite in the following 
message, with the earnest hope that it may 
help to crystallise the thoughts which, we 
believe, are forming among multitudes of 
men and women in Great Britain and the 
United States.”’ 

““We believe that the time has come when 
the world must have done with war in fact, 
in expectation and in planning. Another 
coilision between great nations would be an 
assault upon civilisation and an offence 
against God, and we believe that the intel- 
ligence and the conscience of this generation 
are able to build the structure of a permanent 


ce. 

“ We hail, as a standard around which the 
thought and will of the world can rally, the 
Multilateral Treaty against war, signed by 
representatives of Great Britain and the 
United States and others of the great na- 
tjoas, renouncing war and embodying the 
pledge of the signatory nations that “the 
settlement or solution of all disputes or con- 
flicts, of whatever nature or of whatever 
origin they may be, which may arise among 
them, shall never be sought exeept by pacific 
means.” We oelieve that our nations when 
they signed this pledge meant what they 
said, and that a growing determination to 
make the Treaty eluctive must lift it above 
all doubt and contradiction. 

“We believe that the paramount, obligation 
of political leaders in our respective Govern- 
ments is to shape the policies and pro- 
grammes of these countries in accord with 
the Treaty renouncing war, to the end that 
the whole psychology of supposedly hostile in- 
terests and competitive armaments may he 
transformed into the creative faith which shall 
build and strengthen those arbitral treaties, 
courts of justice and covenants between the 
nations by which peace can be assured. 

** As patriots, loyal tothe solemn promise of 
our respective countries to renounce war, and 
as believers in a better future for the world 
which our nations can help to assure, we 
hereby pledge ourselves as individuals to ac- 
cept in spirit and in fact the words of the 
Treaty which we have already quoted; to 
discountenance any and all but pacific means 
for the settlement of disputes or conflicts ; and 
to do our utmost to rally men and women 
of good-will to unite with us in this 
same determination.’’

OUTLOOK IN BELFAST 
CONTESTS. 


SEVERAL CLOSE FINISHES 
EXPECTED. 
From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 

: BELFAST, Tuesday. 
One of the keenest election contests in 
Belfast is taking place in the Pottinger 
Division, where Alderman J. A. Duff, the 
Chairman of the Belfast Education Com- 
mittee, is opposing Mr. J, Beattie, a 
retiring Labour candidate, who was re- 
turned for East Belfast at the last elec- 
tion under proportional representation 
Mr. Beattie has put up a good fight, 
despite frequent interruptions and some 
vowdyism at his outdoor meetings, There 
is considerable doubt about the result in 
this division.

To some extremists upon both sides, 
these passages and comments have seemed 
to portend the failure of the whole settle- 
ment. But cool observers cannot see any 
contingency which could now wreck it, except 
one. Have the “Duce's ” speech im the 
Chamber and the Pope’s repudiation of the 
doctrines on education which it advances 
made a breach inevitable? Minor criticism 
on words or phrases may be brushed aside. 
This point 1s vital. It is raised in two 
passages of the speech. Strictly construed, 
Signor Mussolini's words undeniably assert a 
principle which no Pope can admit. In the 
first passage he declares that there are ques- 
tions on which the Fascists are as 
uncompromising as the Pope, and 
he names among them: education. “In 
this field,” he says, '“we admit no 
negotiations. Education should be ours.” 
The Pope’s answer is that education belongs, 
before all and above all, to the Church and 
to the. family; that “the State is not created 
to absorb, to swallow, to annihilate. the 
family,” and that he “ will never agree to 
anything that seeks to impede, diminish, or 
deny that right which nature and God have 
given to the family and to the Church in the 
field of education.”’ 

If these words were all we had, if they 
were embodied in a Papal Bull or in a con- 
sidered document of State, and if they were 
a little more precise, unquestionably they would 
be ominous, But, in fact, the passages of which 
the Pope complains are the utterances of the 
Fascist chief in an impassioned harangue to an 
impassioned Fascist gathering, and the Pope’s 
comments are an immediate and informal 
assertion of doctrines which the Church 
notoriously has ever proclaimed. The Pope 
freely acknowledges that the State has rights 
and duties in regard to education, nor does 
he deny that this education may properly. 
possess a moral character. What he does 
deny is the pretension of any State to -teach 
a morality of its own above or in conflict with 
the morality of which his Church claims to 
be the supreme guardian and judge,

GENE TUNNEY SUED.

ALLEGED BREACH OF * 
PROMISE, 


From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT, 
BRIDGEPORT, CONN., Tuesday. 
Gene Tunney, the former heavy-weight 
champion of the world, is named as the 
defendant in an action for alleged breach 
of promise, brought by Mrs, Catherine 
King Fogarty, of New York. Damages 
amounting to half a million dollars 

(£100,000) are being claimed in the suit. 
Mrs. Fogarty sikeais that after she had 
obtained a divorce from her husband in 
May, 1925, unney proposed to her, and 
she accepted him. . 
Simultaneously with the filing of the 
action Tunney’s estate at Stamford, Con- 
necticut, which is assessed at fourteen 
thousand dollars, was attached, and banks 
in Stamford and Greenwich, where the 
former champion is believed to have 
accounts, garnisheed. 
The plaintiff is reported to be in seclu- 


new plan. 

It is believed that Dr. Schacht was 
anxious that the date from which annuities 
should begin should be April 1, which would 
bring the ‘‘reparation year ” into line with 
the German financial year.

THE AMENDED REPORT. 

Having provisionally disposed of the 
question of distribution, the creditor g“g 
were able this afternoon to complete the 
report, which was being copied this evening. 
The intention was that it should be hand 
to Mr. Owen Young for transmission to Dr. 
Schacht to-morrow. But the reception of the 
report by Dr. Schacht seems to be awaited 
with much trepidation by the creditor groups, 
and signs are not wanting that the amended 
report contains provisions which are unlikely 
to be acceptable to the Germans. 

It is reported, for instance, that the two 
German reservations which provided for a 
possible suspension of payment (as well as 
transfers) and for contribution towards 
reparations by the Austro-Hungarian Succes- 
sion States have been rejected by the 
creditors. This fact alone might be sufficient 
to cause a German refusal, and if, as there 
seems to be good reason to believe, Dr. 
Schacht is asked to provide for the 
settlement of the Belgian claim as a 
separate item over and above the annuity 
of 2,050,006,000 marks (£102,500,000). Opinion 
on the German side is strongly against the 
acceptance of this demand. I understand on 
g authority that the Germans would be 
prepared to reject the report in these circum- 
stances. 


CREDITOR POWERS AND BELGIUM. 
*The question would then arise whether 
the Experts of the Creditor Powers would 
back the Belgian claim to the extent of with- 
drawing the report and breaking up the con- 
ference. The Belgians maintain that. by cer- 
tain pledges the Allies are under an obliga- 
tion to follow this course, but the exact 
nature of these pledges is in dispute. 

The British delegates state that. they are 
not bound by any personal Ews in this 
matter, but, as stated yesterday, there is in 
the Allied memorandum of April 12 a passage 
which the Belgians interpret as a promise to 
support their claim. As, however, the terms 


of that ‘memorandum have already 
been departed, from to the _ extent 
of accepting* a lower’ annuity, - it 


may be argued that that document is no 
longer binding upon its signatories. If this 
is so, the Allies might still sign the report, 
after including a statement to the effect that 
they had used their best influence to secure 
satisfaction for the Belgians, but found that 
their claim could be settled only by direct 
negotiation between the Governments, and 
in that case the Belgian delegates might 
leave the Committee. . 


VALIDITY OF CLAIM DISPUTED. 

The possibility remains that one or other 
of the Allied groups has pledged itself not 
to sign the report until the Belgian claim 
has been satisfied, and it is freely stated 
that the French took this course, if not 
dyting this conference, before it, Ger- 
mans, in any case, dispute the validity of 
the Belgian claim, but the claim was on one 
occasion admitted by a German Government, 
though the Reichstag did not ratify its 
undertaking. If a serious deadlock should 
arise upon this point, the good offices of 
Mr. Owen Young will, no doubt, be called 


upon for mediation.

FALSEHOODS IN ELECTION 


PAMPHLET. 


In the High Court, Belfast, yesterday there 
was a soquel to the election campaign in the 
Falls. Division of Belfast, when Mr. Justice 
Wilson heard an application on behalf of 
Alderman Richard Byrne, Brookvale avenue, 
Belfast, the Nationalist candidate, for an 
interim injunction restraining P. Quinn and 
Ce., Church street, Belfast, who were cited 
as defendants, from the publication of a 
number of statements in relation to his per- 
sonal character and conduct, which were, he 
alleged, grossly defamatory, and he believed 
the same were published and circulated in 
the interest of his opponent and for the 
purpose of affecting his return at the election. 
Mr. J. Campbell, K.C., moving on the 
affidavit of Alderman Byrne, said that he 
made the application under the Corrupt and 
ma Practices Prevention Act of 1895. 

Plaintiff, in his affidavit, said on the 19th 
May, 1929, a document, entitled “The 
Northern Worker; Falls Election Irsue,"’ 
printed and published by the defendants, was 
offered for sale and purchased by many per- 
sons at the doors of the various churches in 
the division, the majority of whom” were 
voters in the division. 


“ A SLUM LANDLORD.” 

In this publication were statements to the 
effect :— 

“That, he was responsible for the disgrace- 
ful and revolting state of affairs in relation to 
the dwelling-houses of which ba was landlord. 
“That he was of the class of rapacious 
profiteers who force the common people to 
pay exorbitant rents for living in disease- 
ridden dens of filth and who breed the con- 
ditions that kil} the children of the working 
class before they get a chance in life. 

“That he was a slum landlord. 

“ That he was a menace to the public 
health.” 

The affidavit continued that he was owner 
of dwelling-houses in Garmoyle street which 
complied in all respects with the require- 
ments of the Public Health Acts of the 
Corporation, and the rents of which were not 
only reasonable, but very low.

There was some scrim- 
maging when the field swung into the straight, 
and Golden Monarch for a time could not 
secure an opening, but when he did he quickly 
put paid to the account of the others. Backers 
thus had an auspicious opening, for Golden 
Monarch was a pronounced favourite; but 
their experience over the Kinsealy  Sell- 
ing Plate was quite different. Grundy’s 
stable again provided a stron favourite 
for this in Kyleford. being 
laid on Mr. Douetil’s filly.

A CHAMPION SPRINTER. 
The Howth Plate, which for many years 
has been regarded as the standard handicap 
of the early part of the season, once more 
attracted a Lig fieet of runners. Knight's 
Battle, despite his failure in the April Stakes, 
won so easily -by Golden Lullaby, was made 
favourite, and fully justified the confidence 
of his connections by winning in easy style.
